The School Board voted Monday 
evening to separate the track from 
the 
balance 
of 
the 
building 
program in the com ing bond 
election set for Sept. ll. This, in our 
opinion 
at 
least, 
was 
a 
wise 
decision on the part of the board. 
We have felt that the district has 
needed a track for a long time but 
do 
not 
think 
that 
it 
should 
jeopardize the building program 
that we so desperately need And 
while the $75,000 for a track is a 
very small amount of money in 
light of a nearly $2 million building 
program it seemed to be causing 
the greatest 
am ount of con­ 
troversy. 
With two propositions on the 
ballot those in favor of the track 
will still get their say, but those 
who oppose the track can now vote 
for the building program without 
compromising their beliefs on the 
need for a track. 
Since the track will only raise the 
tax rate by 2c and will only cost the 
taxpayer 20c a year per $l,ooo 
valuation we hope that even those 
who are opposing the track now 
will see the need and vote for both 
proposals. With the growth of the 
girls track program 
there are 
probably more youngsters who will 
be using such a facility than use 
any other of the school’s athletic 
facilities. 


Bob Bullock was not our choice 
for State Comptroller but I have to 
admit that the man has done one 
heck of a good job since his elec­ 
tion. 
While 
m any, 
including 
myself, believe that the man is 
making political hay out of his job. 
But then I can see nothing wrong 
with a man having political am ­ 
bitions and doing a first class job in 
order to elevate himself to a higher 
position. 
Bullock has taken over a little 
known political post in the State of 
Texas and turned it into one of the 
best known. And at the same time 
he has collected a whole lot of 
money due the state. 
Bullock is harvesting plenty of 
dollars from retail establishments 
across the state who have failed to 
remit state sales tax money as they 
should. He and his “raiders” have 
hit stores in San Antonio, Houston 
and 
Fort 
Worth, 
enforcing 
collection of sales taxes due.

The Trustees of the Hamlin 
Independent School District 
voted here Monday evening 
to submit two bond election 
proposals to the district's 
voters here Thursday. Sept 
ll The board voted to take 
the proposal for a track out of 
the general building proposal 
and submit it separately 
Under this 
arrangem ent 


the voters will be voting on 
two propositions, the first 
would be to issue SI.250.000 in 
bonds to construct the new 
school buildings and remodel 
some of the existing buildings 
and the second would be to 
issue 175.000 in bonds 
to 
construct an 
all-w eather 
track 
Because of an increase in

Standards Commission to the 
council and the m em bers who 
have been appointed to serve 
on the Commission 
Serving on this commission 
will be Melvin Scott, Delton 
Jackson and L J Lee These 
men will serve as a hearing 
board for the purpose of 


condemnation of dangerous 
buildings or structures within 
the city under term s of the 
ordinance passed earlier 
The council also heard a 
report on the city’s finances 
by Jam es E Rodgers, local 
Certified Public Accountant, 
who had completed an audit 
of the city’s finances for the 
1974-75 fiscal year 
The audit showed a total 
income for the city in the 
General Operating Fund of 
$468,431.21 and a total ex­ 
penditure of $494,208.04 The 
city's expenditures exceeded 
its income by $25,776 83. but 
Rodgers pointed out to the 
council that the expenditures 
included $28,277 50 set aside 
for depreciation and that on a 
cash basis the city came out 
about even for the year 
The city 
exceeded 
its 
budgeted 
expenses 
by 
$43,721 17 but had an increase 
in income over the estimated 
amount in the budget by 
$99,111 21

The complete new middle 
school complex which would

estim ated to cost 
about 
$550,000 Air conditioning of 
the three older buildings is 
estim -ted to cost $100,000 and 
the conversion of the high

A young adult’s opinion of 
himself is influenced by 
hereditary 
and 
en­ 
vironmental factors. 
“These influences either 
help or prevent development 
of self-concept,’’ according to 
Necy Wilburn, County Ex­ 
tension Agent. 
Seit-concept, the agent 
explained, involves the traits 
and habits an individual 
accepts as himself. 
“ In other words, one’s 
concept of who and what he is 
and his thoughts and feelings 
about himself ss an in­ 
dividual. 
“ The growth of self-concept 
is a continuous process. All 
through the developmental 
stages—infancy, 
childhood, 
adolescence and adulthood a 
person searches for identity 
while maturing in his per­ 
sonality 
traits,” 
Mrs. 
Wilburn noted. 
As a result, self-concept 


develops in several ways. 
For one, spirit of honesty 
and acceptance plays an 
important part, she said. 
When 
an 
individual 
‘removes his mask’ and it 
himself, 
he can 
accept 
himself more realistically 
and relate to others around 
him. 
“ Strong motivation for 
achievement 
is 
another 
factor. With much of our 
culture competitive, one’s 
sense of self-worth largely 
depends on his ability to meet 
the demands placed upon 
him. 


“Most of all, a young adult 


needs to feel he’s in­ 
dependently responsible in 
his 
struggle 
for 
self- 


concept,” the agent em­ 
phasized. 


“Independence means a 


person can seek guidance 
from others who he considers 
role models—people that 
succeeded in their own 
scorches. 
“As such, he associates 


with mature adults who 
combine inner stability with 
freedom to change while 
continuing to grow.*’

Teenage Drinking 


Is there a teenager in the 
house? If so, chances are that 
he or she has at least experi­ 
mented 
with 
drinking 
some 
alcoholic beverage. 
According to recent studies 
for the Department of Health, 
education, and Welfare and 
the Department of Transpor­ 
tation, half of America’s high 
school students drink once a 
month or more. and about 61 
percent 
of 
those 
young 
drinkers have been drunk on 
at least one occasion. 
Preliminary findings from a 
1974 national survey indicate 
that 
even 
among 
seventh 
graders, 63 percent of boys 
and 54 percent of girls have 
had at least one drink 
The 
proportion of teenage drinkers

percent of senior girls having 
had at least one drink

Crop Reports for Automobiles, Tractors, Etc, 


Editor's 
note: 
The 
Neinda Phiiospher on his 
Johnson grass farm on 
Route I reflects on last 
week’s grain crop estimate, 
we think. 


Dear editor : 
At 3 o’clock «ie day last 
week 
the 
whole 
world 
near a bout was on needles and 
pins to hear what 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
estimated the U.S. grain crop 
will be for this year. 
That is, everybody but the 
Russians; they apparently 
already 
knew 
and 
had 
stocked up on U.S. grain at a 
satisfactory price a few 
weeks ahead of time. I guess 
if the CIA hadn’t had all its 
men tied up trying to over­ 
throw governments in other 
countries it could have 
spared a few to check up on 
weather conditions in Russia 
and find out that the Soviets 
would be in the market for 
grain and let’s see if we can’t 
out-trade them just this 
once at least. Looks like 
somebody sometime would 
think of swapping some of 
our grain for some of their oil, 
but the trouble is they buy our 
grain in the summer time and 
it’s not till winter time we 
find out we’re short of heating 
oil. 
But what I started out to 
say was that crop estimating, 


which makes the farmer’s 
grain market go up or down, 
ought to be applied to other 
things. Why should farmers 
and ranchers, not counting 
the speculators, be the only 
ones to grab a newspaper or 
listen to the radio every 
morning to find out whether 
the price of their crops and 
livestock has gone up or down 
over night? 


For example, the govern­ 
ment ought to estimate the 
number of cars and pickups 
coming out this year, so the 
manufacturers could wake 
up in a sweat every morning 
wondering what the market 
price on cars is today. The 
same ought to apply on 
estimates of oil production, 
tractor production, etc. 


For too long farmers and 
ranchers have hogged the 
market fluctuation business 
They ought to let the car 
manufacturers, 
the 
oil 


people, etc. in on this. It 
makes life a lot more ad- 
ventursome 
Say, I notice somebody in 
Washington has found a 
bureau costing $70,000 a year 
which has acted only twice In 
seven years, and there’s an 
outcry to abolish it. Be the 
worst thing you can imaging. 
Any time you’ve got a set of 
bureaucrats you hear froffln 
only twice in seven years, I 
say that’s the kind we need 
more of.

And 
while the $75,000 for a track is a 
very small amount of money in

troversy. 
With two propositions on the 
ballot those in favor of the track 
will still get their say. but those 
who oppose the track can now vote 
for the building program without 
compromising their beliefs on the 
need for a track. 
Since the track will only raise the 
tax rate by 2c and will only cost the 
taxpayer 20c a year per $1,000 
valuation we hope that even those 
who are opposing the track n o w 
will see the need and vote for both 
proposals. With the growth of the 
girls track program 
there 
are 
probably more youngsters who w ill 
be using such a facility than use 
any other of the school’s athletic 
facilities. 


Bob Bullock was not our choice 
for State Comptroller but I have to 
admit that the man has done one 
heck of a good job since his elec­ 
tion.

trying to dismiss this as a mere 
publicity stunt on his part. And 
there may be something to this part 
of the campaign since Bullock is 
getting his name well known across 
the state and this is not bad for 
someone who just might have his 
eye on the Governor’s chair. 
But 
then 
again 
all 
of 
this 
publicity is waking up some people 
to the fact that those sales taxes 
belong to the state and the cities 
and that they had better remit or be 
closed down. 
The odd thing is that many 
people appear to be siding with 
those who are being locked out 
rather than with the official who is 
enforcing the law. 
After all, this sales tax money 
does not belong to the owners of the 
liquor store in San Antonio or the 
discount center in Richardson or 
the appliance store in Houston. 
This is money that has 
been 
collected from the customers of 
these stores and then, instead of 
being sent on to Austin, was con­ 
gruently placed in the pocket of 
the store owner. 
Bullock has announced that he 
sees at least $12 million in sight in 
the form of delinquent sales taxes, 
and the total may go even higher 
once the audit and investigation 
gets underway. This is $12 million 
in taxes that the people of Texas 
have paid but the state has not 
received. 
It all boils down to the matter of 
either getting this money for the 
state or else the taxpayers will just 
have to come up with some extra 
money with which to operate the 
state and this means that some will 
have to pay two dollars for every 
dollar that the state gets. 
Like we say, the mar. may have 
political ambitions, but that is all 
right with us as long as he con­ 
tinues to get the job done that he 
was elected to do.

Is there a teenager in the 
house? If so, chances are that 
he or she has at least experi­ 
mented with drinking some 
alcoholic beverage. 
According to recent studies 
for the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare and 
the Department of Transpor­ 
tation, half of America’s high 
school students drink once a 
month or more, and about 61
